NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—Charges 
that President Pedro Ramirez of 
Argentina, Col. Juan Peron, his 
Under Secretary of War, and 
Spanish legation officials in Bue 
nos Aires conspired in the pro- 
Nazi overthrow of the Bolivian 
Government Dec. 20 are contained 
in a State Department document 
which precipitated Argentina's 
break with Berlin and Tokyo. 

German and Argentine agents, 
the State Department asserts, used 
Jose Luis Aranguren, chief clerk 
of the Spanish legation, as an ip- 
termediary in making a contribu- 
tion of three million bolivianos 
(about $75,000) to the leaders of 
the revolution. Jose del Castillo, 
in charge of the Jegation, also is 
implicated. 

e hitherto unpublished con- 
tents of thie document were made 
available to the Overseas News 
Agency today through yh 
sources in the form of a Spanis 
la e abstract of its. text, and. 
the existence of the actual docu- 
Ment has been verified. 

19 Governments Get Copies. 

Publication of the State Depart- 
ment’s indictment of the Argen- 
tine leaders and other conspira- 
tors was averted last Wednesday 
when Argentina hastily severed 
diplomatic relations with the Axis. 

Nineteen Latin American gov- 
ernments had received copies of 
the State Department's document, 
and ite contents leaked to Buenos 
Aires. The Ramirez government's 
decision to end its dealings with 
Germany and Japan followed. 

The document brands as tools 
of the Nazis 13 top Bolivian of- 
ficials, seven of them cabinet 
members. They are:

Alimony-Poor Ex-Husband Learns 


Ex-Wite Was Remarried Long Ago 


George F. Wall of Dallas; Tex., 
a former St. Louisan, probably 
would still be making his former 
wife an ‘alimony gift of $100 a 
month if his dwindling income 
hadn’t led him to discover by acci- 
dent that: she had long since 
ceased to be dependent on him for 
support. 

This sad story began. back in 
January, 1932, when Wall, a‘ sales- 
man, and Mrs. Lillie M. Wall were 


divorced in Circuit Court at Clay- 
ton, and he agreed to a $100-a- 
month alimony arrangement. Wall 
moved to Dallas, and as the years 
went by his fortunes failed, his 
annual income dropping from 
more than $9000 to about $1500. 
He kept up his alimony payments, 
however, until last December. 
Then he decided some adjustment 
was essential. After all, he rea- 
soned he had paid out a total of 
$14,400 during the 12-year period. 

Through a St. Louis lawyer, 
Selden Blumenfeld, Wall filed in 
Circuit Court at Clayton a motion 
for a modification of the decree. 
The case was called before Cir- 


cuit Judge Raymond LaDriere, 
and Wall began to explain his 
financial plight. In the course of 
his testimony he mentioned 
Philip A. Foley,-the attorney 
who had represented his former 
wife at the time of the divorce. 
Foley, who happened to be in 
the courtroom on another matter, 
heard his name, and curiosity led 
him forward. 

Everyone was surprised to see 
Foley, and even more surprised 
when he explained that he was not 
in court as Mrs. Wall's representa- 
tive. Foley, himself, was sur- 
prised when he learned what the 
case was about. Why, he pointed 
out, Wall’s former wife remarried 
in 1936, and subsequently obtained 
another divorce. It appeared to 
him that Wall’s alimony obliga- 
tions to her ended in August, 1936. 
Judge LaDriere came to the same 


decision.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Jan, 31 (AP).—American in- 
fantry and tank teams, surprising 
the Nazis. with a thrust across the 
Rapido River bottom flooded by 
the Germans, have achieved a 
break through German defenses 
north of Cassino, Allied head- 
quarters announced today. 

In some of the greatest, air fight- 
ing of the war, American flyers 
yesterday shot down 63 German 
planes, a record for the Italian 
campaign, and lost six, Ameri- 
can Thunderbolts, escorting heavy 
bombers to Northeastern Italy for 
attacks on four German airfields, 
shot down 36 Nazi planes, One 
Thunderbolt was lost. ' 

In the Anzio brideghead below 
Rome, American and British in- 
fantrymen with the support of 
tanks and tank destroyers fought 
sharp actions and enlarged their 
holdings. Dispatches from the 
front yesterday said the Allies had 
landed six infantry divisions in 
the beachhead, along with armor 
and guns. 

The Germans, evidently had 
gained time to prepare a line of 
defenses through the Alban Hills 
along the railroad from Rome to 
Cisterna, 26 miles southwest of the 
city, and-the British and Ameri- 
cans were methodically blasting 
them out of haystacks, silos, farm 
buildings and villages hastily con- 
verted into camouflaged pillboxes 
and forts.

LONDON, Jan. 31 (AP).—Soviet 
troops have broken into the su- 
burbs of Kingisepp, prewar Rus- 
sian customs station within eight 
miles of the Estonian frontier, 
and also have crossed the Luga 
River in their westward sweep, 
Moscow announced tonight.

MOSCOW, Jan. 31 (AP).—Rus- 
sian troops, pushing rapidly west 
from Leningrad today along the 
shores of the Gulf of Finland, 
reached the approaches of Kingi- 
sepp, gateway to the Baltic, 

Gen. Leonid A. Govorov’s army 
passed Veimarn, 7% miles from 
Kingisepp and 17 miles from the 
border of Estonia on the railway 
from Leningrad to Tallinn (Re- 
val). The junction is east of Kingi- 
sepp, which controls entry into 
Estonia through a strip of ground 
between the Gulf and Lake Chu- 
dov. 

The Russians were approaching 
Kingisepp from the northeast 
along the coast as well as from 
the east along the railroad. 

(The Moscow radio, heard in 
London, said German colonists in 
the Baltic states were fleeing 
along with retreating Nazi troops.) 

Drive Toward Latvia Gains. 

In the Lake Ilman sector 60 
miles south of: Govorov's forces, 
Gen. K. A. Meretsicov’s’ Volkhov 
army was driving toward the Len- 
ingrad-Pskov railway, after seiz- 
ing Veliskoe Selo, 17 miles south- 
east of Luga, a junction on the 
vital line. Other Soviet units men- 
aced Batetskaya, from where a 
spur line runs to Luga, 18 miles 
to the west. 

Still farther south, Gen. Markian 
M. Popov’s Second Baltic Army 
was reported to have pushed to 
within less than 60 miles of Lat- 
via, in a thrust along the Moscow- 
Riga railway from Novosokolniki, 
which fell Saturday. 

(The German high command ad- 
mitted that the Russians “gained 
further ground” in several sectors 
between Lake Ilmen and the Gulf 
of Finland, but claimed an impor- 
tant success below Pogrebische in 
the Southwestern Ukraine area 
where the Russians Saturday ad- 
mitted being forced back by Ger- 
man counterattacks. In a six-day 
battle, the Nazis asserted, they 
“wiped out more than 10 Soviet 
infantry divisions and _ several 
tank corps,” ‘took 6800 prisoners, 
killed 8000 Russians and captuféd | 
or destroyed several hundred 
tanks and 680 guns. 

(The German cémmunique said 
the Russians had launched a big 
scale attack in the Dnieper Bend 
and southwest of Dnieperopetrovsk 
and achieved one penetration. 
Berlin also acknowledged the 
Reds were advancing southwest of 
Cherkasy and southeast of Belaya 
Tserkov.)

ing the gendarmerie station. 


I was in Santo Tomas when two 
Britishers and an Australian were 
captured while attempting to es- 
cape, Secretary Eden reported 
their preliminary beatings and 
their summary execution after a 
brief court martial. - : 

They were shot whlie sitting on 
the edge of a large communal 
grave in a local cemetery. Other 
internees, forced by the Japanese 
to attend as witnesses, said the 
men still were moaning when la- 
borers started shoveling dirt over 
them.

Serving on the camp’s 
self-government committee, he was 
able to maintain contacts with 
the outside.

LOS ANGELES, Jan, 31 (AP) — 
A life of cruel slavery was the fate 
of most of the 6500 American sol- 
diers held in Japanese Military 
Prison Camp No. 1 near Cabana- 
tuan when I left the Philippines 
as a repatriate late last September. 
The same cruelties dominated the 
lives of about 400 other Americans 
held im a schoolhouse at Pasay, 
suburb of Manila, after they had 
slaved all day at Nichols Airfield 
and on the roads in that area. 

Eye-witnesses of the Bataan sur- 
render, the “March of Death” and 
events in the Cabanatuan camp 
told me their stories while I was 
in the civilian prison camp at 
Santo Tomas, 

At the outset, our soldiers were 
herded behind barbed wire and 
left in open fields at Camp No. 1 
to face tropical sun and rain. The 
wounded and sick who were 
dragged along from Bataan were 

ven little care, The death list at 

abanatuan alone totaled around 
4000 at the time I left the Philip- 
nes. Most of these fatalities 
were due to lack of surgical and

No Sanitation, Little Water. 

Scores of others died of malaria 
or dysentery, as sanitary facilities 
were nil and drinking water was 
at a premium.

Beds were unheard of 
for more than a year. The soldiers 
worked on nearby roads. under 
Jap guards who delighted in swing- 
ing clubs on those who faltered.

' One Pasay prisoner working at 
Nichols Field, unable to carry on, 
dropped his pick and sat down on 
the ground. A Jap soldier slugged 
him with a rifle butt. Comrades 
carried him in that evening and 
asked for a doctor. The Japs re- 
fused, He died that night. 

Knowing what was going on at 
the Cabanatuan camp, I appealed 
to the Japs through Earl Carroll, 
executive chairman of the Santo 
Tomas camp, to allow me to re 
cruit about 100 civilian prisoners 
who would surrender themselves 
into the military camp to take 
care of the ‘wounded and sick, I 
had the volunteers before I sub- 
mitted the plan. The Army and 
Navy nurses in our camp volun- 
teered to go along. 

As I understand it, the matter 
was submitted to a member of 
Gen, Homma’s staff. He thought 
we were crazy. He wanted to 
know whether we understood 
what we would face in the mill- 
tary prison camp where, he as- 
sured us, we would be treated as 
soldier prisoners. We did. . | 

The Japs turned down the Army 
and Navy nurses immediately. 

After a few more weeks they 
asked me for guarantees that the | 
volunteers would not work among 
the Filipinos if permitted to go 
north.

HITLER AS 


SERTS ONLY VICTOR: 
WILL BE REICH OR RUSSIA 


Fuehrer in Speech Changes Tune of Month 
Ago That There Will Be No Winners 
or Losers in War. 


LONDON, Jan. 31 (AP).—Adolf 
Hitler apparently has discarded 
the line he took only a month ago 
—that the war will end without a 


victor—and returned to his old 
theme that only Soviet Russia or 
Nazi Germany can win the 
struggle. 

In a grim New Year’s message 
on Dec. 31, the Nazi Fuehrer as- 
aerted that “in this war there will 
be no victors and losers, but 
merely survivors and annihilated.” 

Yesterday, on the eleventh an- 
niversary of his rule, he declared 
that “from this fight can emerge 
only one victor, and this will be 
either Germany or Soviet Russia. 
A German victory means the 
preservation of Europe, and a 
Soviet victory Europe's annihila- 
tion.” 

The German news agency DNB 
said the broadcast speech was re- 
layed by Berlin from “Hitler's 
headquarters.” The speech was 
delivered in a calm, even voice, 
as if read from a script.

Hitler said that England a)- 
continent and he seized on the 
Russian-Polish question as evi- 
dence of the decline. 

“What Europe in practice could 
expect from British promises of

“All these states have been 
dropped and sacrificed not because 
this is demanded by the individual 
Englishman, but because Great 
Britain is incapable of prevent- 
ing such a development in the 
case of a Bolshevist victory.” 

Hitler asserted that the ques 
tion which faces both England 
and the United States “no longer 
is whether they want or are able 
after this war to fight Bolshevism, 
but whether they will be able to 
defénd themselves against Bol- 
shevism in their own countries.” 

“Hardest” Year for Germans. 

Speaking within 24 hours after 
the Allies’ greatest daylight aerial 
assault on Germany, Hitler said 
that high explosive and incendiary 
bombs, instead of bringing about 
Germany's collapse, “will create 
that hard state which has been 
slated by providence to shape 
European history during the com- 
ing centuries.” 

Acknowledging that his people 
faced “the hardest task imagin- 
able” this year, he exhorted them 
to persevere so that the fight may 
“end in the biggest victory of the 
German Reich in spite of all the 
devilish tricks of our opponents.” 

Concluding he uttered these 
words: 

“However the storm may rage 
and howl around our fortress, in 
the end it will abate one day 
like every thunderstorm and 
from the dark clouds again the 
sun will shine on those who stead- 
fastly and unflinchingly true to 
their faith did their duty.”

All three discussed the Roose- 
velt message during speeches in 
which they declared their support 
of the revised administration bill 
to give service personne] a short- 
form Federal Dallot in the 1944 
election. 

“Although I support a Federal 
ballot as our final reliance, I dis- 
associate myself completely from 
the tirade and anathema—head- 
lined by the recent intemperate 
message of the President of the 
United States—which are aimed at 
the motives of those who have op- 
posed the Green-Lucas bill,” Van- 
denberg told the Senate. 

“I do not believe that they had 
their ‘tongues in their cheeks.’ I 
do not believe that they were en- 
gaged in ‘fraud.’ In my view, 
such charges are unjust, 
and improper reflections upon the 
legislative integrity as I know it 
to exist.” 

Earlier Senator Eastland (Dem.), 
Mississippi, said the administra- 
tion’s absentee ballot plan for the 
armed services was a threat to 
“white supremacy in the South,” 
and told the Senate that “the boys 
from the South are fighting te 
maintain white supremacy.” 

Eastland, a leader of the opposi- 
tion to the Green-Liucas Dill, as- 
serted the measure would uncon- 
stitutionally invade the states’ 
right to fix their own voting qual- 
ifications.

The Fourth War Loan drive was 
still lagging in St. Louis and St. 
Louis County today, subscriptions 
tabulated ‘thus far totaling only 
$56,400,000, or 35.4 per cent of the 
community’s $159,429,000 quota. 

Today's total showed an in- 
crease of only $2,216,550 over the 
Saturday night report. Boy Scout 
solicitors reported today that they 
have obtained pledges totaling 
$2,444,759, or almost half of their 
five-milHion-dollar goal. 

Rufus R. Clabaugh, campaign 
chairman, said the over-Sunday 
report did not reflect the big surge 
of bond buying that was precipi- 
tated last Friday by the Govern- 
ment’s revelation of atrocities in- 
flicted by the Japanese on Amer- 
ican prisoners of war in the Phil- 
ippines. Those purchases have 
not yet been tabulated, he said. 
Indications point to a sharp in- 
crease in the subscription total 
when the hundreds of such indi- 
vidual purchases are cleared by 
the Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis. 

Brewery Workers’ Purchases. 

Walker Pierce, president of the 
Missouri Brewers’ Association, 
speaking at a war bond rally last 
night in Opera House of Kiel Aud- 
itorium, told 3000 brewery -em- 
ployes that the industry and its 
workers’ in the State have pur- 
chased $1,185,000 in bonds since 
the Fourth War Loan drive start- 
ed Jan. 18.

CITY LABOR RATING 
IMPROVES; MEANS 
NEW WAR ORDERS 


Area Now Designated by 
WMC as District of 
Substantial Man-Power 
Reserves. 


The St. Louis industrial area to- 
day was officially designated a 
district where substantial labor re- 
serves will exist after six months, 
this new classification by the War 
Manpower Commission serving to 
facilitate placing of additional 
long-term war contracts here, 

St. Louis heretofore had been 
classified as a Group III area-—a 
district expected to retain slight 
labor reserves after six months, 
As such, it was not considered for 
placing of new long-term war con- 
tracts as long as facilities for ful- 
filling ‘such contracts were avail- 


Able in ‘other aréas possessing 


larger labor reserves, 

Transfer of this area to Group 
IV, the most favored of all classi- 
fications, was. the result of syb- 
stantial improvement in the labor 
reserve situation, due principally 
to recent layoffs in war plants, it 
was explained by Thomas L. 
Gaukel, WMC director in the St. 
Louis area, 


Only four months ago, WMC of- 
ficials expressed concern over 
dwindling labor supplies here, and 
warned that this district soon 
might become a critical labor area, 
which reclassification would have 
meant a halt on new war con- 
tracts and no extension of present 
contracts. 

Since then, however, changing 
armament needs have forced cur- 
tailment of production in several 
fields and brought more than 16,- 
000 layoffs in local war plants. 
The St. Louis Ordnance Plant dis- 
charged about 10,000 workers; the 
Curtiss-Wright Corporation an- 
nounced gradual layoff of 1500 to 
2500 employes during retooling op- 
erations, and the Weldon Spring 
Ordnance Works, employing 2800 
workers, closed down, 

The latest large-scale layoffs 
were made by the Forest Park 
unit of the St. Louis Ordnance 
Plant, which shut down today, 
dismissing 1200 workers. 

The local United States Employ- 
ment Office now has ordcrs from 
2900 employers for more than 11,- 
000 workers in essential indus- 
tries, with additional workers 
needed for non-essential jobs.

St. Louisan Downs Nazi 
While Escorting Bomb-

LONDON, Jan. 31 (AP).—Maj. 
James H. Howard, St. Louis (Mo.) 
fighter pilot noted for his achieve- 


ments both in the China and 
European theaters, flew an escort- 
ing Mustang in the Brunswick- 
Hanover mission yesterday and 
shot down one German plane to 
bring his total score of Axis air- 
craft to 10 for certain plus at least 
three probable. 

Maj. Howard recently was iden- 
tified as the flyer who dived 
against between 30 and 40 Nazi 
planes in the Oschersleben-Hal- 
berstadt raid of Jan. 11 to protect 
a group of 20 Flying Fortresses. 
Fortress pilots said he downed 
possibly six Nazi flyers in this ac- 
tion, but Howard claimed only two 
for certain. His previous score 
included one German and six Jap- 
anese aircraft. 

The leading American ace in the 
European theater, Capt. Walker 
Mahurin of Fort Wayne, Ind., a 
Thunderbolt pilot, increased his 
total to 15 by knocking down a 
Junkers. 

Maj. Walter C. Beckham of De

An open verdict was returned

Detroit’s setback also snapped 
their nine-game unbeaten streak 
th&t started early in the month 
after the Wings lost to Montreal.

Dies in Brawl; 


Murder Charged 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., Jan. 31 
(AP).—Pending a hearing set for 
Feb. 11, police sought today to 
strengthen their theory that Jim 
Clinstock, 240-pound Indian wrest- 
ler, was strangled to death with 
a towel in a dental laboratory 
after, in the words of a witness, 
he went berserk and “acted like 


Frankenstein.” 

The police theory was advanced 
yesterday at a habeas corpus hear- 
ing for Dr. Henry C. Parker, 80- 
cially prominent Charlotte den- 
tist, and Lee Sikes, a co-owner of 
the dental laboratories, from 
whose offices the wrestler was re- 
moved unconscious late Saturday 
night. 

Warrants Charge Murder. 

Parker and Sikes were served 
with warrants charging therm with 
murder. 

Superior Court Judge William 
H. Bobbitt ordered the defendants 
regased under $5000 bond each, 
which they furnished. He held the 
State had presented no evidence 
of a planned, premeditated kill- 
ing. The preliminary hearing was 
eon set for Feb. 11.

Upon 
their return to the city, he added, 
they went to his office so he 
could make an impression for a 
denture for the wrestler. Both 
oer been drinking some, Parker 
said.

The main points of this program 
are: 
1. Deprive the Japanese of all 
heavy industries which can be 
readily converted to munitions 

production. 

2. Permit them to operate no 
merchant marine or commercial 
air fleets and to possess no ships 
larger than 1000 tons capacity. 
This would limit their seafaring 
activities to fishing and small- 
‘pcale trading. 

3. Allow them to engage fully 
in the farming necessary to sup- 
port their population. 

Beyond these purely economic 
measures lie, of course, the post- 
. War measures regarding Japan on 
which the United States has al- 
ready agreed with its allies in the 
Pacific and Asia. These are to 
strip the Japanese of their whole 
empire of conquest built up 
through half a century of aggres- 
sion and to punish war criminals 
such as those military officials re- 
sponsible for the atrocities inflict- 
ed on American prisoners in the 
Philippines, 


Navy Wants Island Bases. 


In addition there is a belief in 
maval circles that the United 
States should have control of the 
Bonin Islands or islands in that 
area for naval use so long as this 
country is committed to help 
maintain the peace in that part of 
the world.

Yet they fee] that 
as the American people learn more 
of the nature of the enemy they 
are fighting they should also give 
consideration to the treatment of 
that enemy when he is defeated. 
Release of information on the 
Philippine atrocities was but one 
step in giving out factual, docu- 
mented stories of the suffering 
which the Japanese have caused 
among groups of helpless people 
in their power. The stories have 
begun to come out in volume now 
largely because a majorty of ex- 
perts on Japan within the Govern- 
ment finally agreed that the situ- 
ation of prisoners still in Japanese 
hands is so bad it could hardly be 
worse and might eventually be 
improved by the force of outraged 
public opinion, ‘ 
Even the ruthless leaders now 
fn control of the Japanese Govern- 


ment may be swayed by this opin- 
ion, some experts feel, if they be- 
lieve that by better treatment 
they may prevent the imposition 
of harsher peace terms than those 
already planned by the Allies. 
Unconditional Surrender. 

But any peace short of uncondi- 
tional surrender, American lead- 
ers fear, will leave Nippon in po- 
sition to rearm and strike again. 

On the other hand unconditional 
surrender raises serious questions 
as to the terms to be imposed for 
long-range control of the enemy. 
Officials with whom the question 
has been discussed start with the 
fact that any nation’s military 
strength is governed entirely by 
its real or potential industrial re- 
sources, : 

Prior to the present war, they 
say, the United States in effect 
armed Japan by contributing heav- 
ily to the development of its 
peacetime industries in order to 
open and expand new markets. 
They feel that when this war is 
over every precaution should be 
taken by the Allies to prevent any 
such development, 


Australian Commission Named to 
Investigate Atrocities. 

CANBERRA, Australia, Jan. 31 
(AP).—Attorney General H. V. 
Evatt announced today the estab- 
lishment of a special commission 
under Queensland Chief Justice 
Sir William Webb to investigate 
Japanese atrocities inflicted on 
Australians in the Southwest Pa- 
cific. 

Prime Minister John Curtin, 
commenting on the disclosures of 
Japanese barbarities against Amer- 
ican and Filipino soldiers and 
sailors, said the facts “were so 
horrifying they surely speak for 
themselves.” - 

Curtin declared: 

“To relieve prisoners of war in 
Japanese hands who inelude not 
only members of the fighting 
forces, but also civilians of our 
own and friendly races, calls for 
the earliest termination of the 
war. Resolutions, protests and ex- 
pressions of horror are _ insuffi- 
cient. What is needed is earliest 
victorious termination of the war, 
and the best viewpoint Australia 
can have in this is to work all out 
for complete, early victory. 

“It must be clear that the pro- 
tecting power in this matter is 
not able to accomplish much, Only 
the Allies themselves, with all 
their strength, can effect a 
change, and the only change will 
be the earliest realization on the 
part of Japan that she'll be de- 
feated.”

SPAIN CAMOUFLAGING AID 
TO NAZIS, RED EMBASSY SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 31 (AP).— 
The Soviet Embassy repeated its 
blunt declaration today that “the 
Spanish rulers are continuing to 
serve Hitler.” 

An article in the Embassy in- 
formation bulletin elaborated on 
charges that Spanish troops still 
are fighting at the Russian front, 
and said: “Hitler’s Spanish ac- 
complices are playing hide-and- 
seek and resorting to all sorts of 
camouflage; under the guise of 
neutrality they supply Fascist 
Germany with fresh consignments 
of cannon fodder.” 

The bulletin went to press be- 
fore the United States and Britain 
announced that they had choked 
off all oil shipments to Spain, and

NEW YORK, Jan. 31 (AP). 
33-POUND infantry weapon 


called the “Piat,” which can 

pierce four inches of the fin- 
est armor plate with the power of 
a 75-millimete® gun, has been 
knocking out German tanks and 
pillboxes in Italy for some time, 
the British Information Service 
disclosed last night. 


This newest British tank bust- 
er, which is not to be confused 
with the famed American “Ba- 
zooka,” although its purpose is 
similar, is easily carried by one 
man and can be brought into ac- 
tion in a few seconds. It fires a 
two and three-quarters pound 
bomb, but its weight ‘is actually 
two pounds less than that of the 
old antitank rifle. 

A spring mechanism insures so 
light a recoil that the Piat can be 
fired from the shoulder. -Infan- 
trymen using it in that fashion, 
with the fore part of the weapon 
rested, have been trained to hit a 


the initials of its official name, 
“Projector Infantry Antitank,” 
can fire a number of bombs in 
quick succession. With the butt 
placed on the ground to give ele- 
vation, German transport, ma- 
chine-gun nests and similar tar- 
gets have been knocked out at 
ranges up to 350 yards.

The British Ministry of Supply 
is producing the new weapon in 
quantity and the Canadian De- 
partment of Munitions and Sup- 
ply announced last night that at 
least one type of bomb will be 
manufactured in Canada. The Piat 
already has been introduced into 
Canadian training camps.

An Appeal for Fairness 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In reading of the outrage against the 
Pour Freedoms in Ash Hill Township, 
the defiance of the Constitution, disre- 
gard for the safety of our country and of 
civilization in a time of peril, I'm won- 
dering where it will end.

The Rise in Living Costs 


A subcommittee of the Senate has tackled the 
job of trying to gauge accurately the rise in the 
cost of living, a task which seemingly has com- 
pletely baffled the members of the War Labor 
Board, who were asked by President Roosevelt 
three months ago to study this subject. Hear- 
ings last week were revealing. é 

Although the WLB group has not been able to 
agree, its two labor members, one representing 
the CIO and the other the AFL, have reported 
independently their view that the cost‘ of liv- 
ing has gone up 48% per cent since January, 
1941, In this they are somewhat more conserva- 


tive than Philip Murray, the CIO president, who . 


was a witness last week before the Senate sub- 
committee. They joined Murray in challenging 
the cost of living index:of the Federal Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, both asserting that the index 
does not show accurately the three-year rise 
which has pressed hard on the consumer’s purse, 

Pointing out the dissent of the two industry 
members of the WLB committee, Chairman Wil- 
liam H. Davis said the report was not a finding 
of the committee and was — to further 
checking. 

In reality, Mr. Murray asserted, the out-of- 
pocket cost of living.has gone up 60 per cent. 
The index of the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
shows a rise of approximately 24 per cent. Mr. 
Murray said there are important indirect or 
hidden costs not fully taken into account in the 
Government’s index. 

Items which are taken into account are food, 
clothing, rent, fuel, electricity and ice, house 
furnishings and a miscellaneous group. When 
all these are balanced and weighed by the ex- 
perts, a figure is obtained which is intended to 
show how living costs stand now with relation 
to the period preceding the outbreak of the Euro- 
pean war. The figure 100 is used to represent 


the average cost of living for the years 1935 to 


1939. The index stood at 100.8 in January, 1941. 

By May of last year, the index had jumped 
to 125 despite all the efforts of the administra- 
tion to hold it at the level reached in September, 
1942, which was just a little under 118. Since 
spring, energetic application of controls by the 
Office of Price Administration and other agencies, 
and such steps as Govertiment food subsidies, has 
brought a recession of only one point. 

This index, the labor group in WLB says, does 
not tell all the facts, for several reasons. For 
instance, there has been noticeable deterioration 
in the quality of goods without corresponding 
adjustment of price, This, they say, is a hidden 
rise in the cost of living. Then there are fewer 
bargain sales, fewer opportunities for the thrifty 
to pick up needed articles at cut prices. Although 
rent controls have been effective, many workers 
moving to new jobs have had to buy homes in 
order to have suitable living quarters, and the 


prices they. have paid were not regulated. Some | 


war workers have to live away from home. The. 
longer work week frequently means additional 
medical care and added expense for the care of 
children and the home. 

Elimination of services not only by landlords 
but also by retail stores is said to have added 
to living costs in a way not reflected in the offi- 
cial reports. 

An unbalanced rise in the cost of food and 
clothing .has perhaps made the increase bear 
more heavily on wage earners than is indicated 
by the general index. In January, 1941, the in- 
In May of last year it 
had risen to 143. The food figure now is 137.3. 

Clothing, however, had a steady rise and now 
stands at about 133, its highest point, having 
started from 100.7. House furnishings, too, are 
at their highest, and so ig the miscellaneous clas- 
sification. Rent, starting at 105, has been kept 
strictly under control, the index having stood at 
108 since early in 1942. Costs of fuel, ice and 
electricity also have been kept fairly stable. 

These are the figures which Mr. Murray and 
labor members of WLB dispute. They may be 
substantially accurate so. far as they are based 
on published prices. It is the unseen factors, 
the evasions and subterfuges and chiseling which 
the labor representatives say cause the added 
burden which is something very real to those 
who have to meet the, family bills. 

Food, the labor members of the WLB commit- 
tee say, really is up 74 points, clothing 72 and 
house furfiishings 62, 

The Senate committee can perform a valuable 
service if it will bring out information which 
will help the administration to turn back the 
rise in living costs in fact as well as in theory.

With his armies being pushed steadily back on 
the Russian front, the Allies gaining fresh ground 
in Italy, his cities being devastated by new and 
greater bombing attacks, and the invasion of 
Western Europe drawing relentlessly. nearer, 
Adolf Hitler could find no facts with: which to 
cheer or inspire the German people when he ad- 
dressed them yesterday on the eleventh anniver- 
sary of his appointment as Chancellor. 

So instead of offering facts he played a one- 
note solo on that worn and tattered theme, the 
Bolshevik menace. It was the same old victory- 
or-extermination speech that he hag delivered 
before, the same effort to rouse the Germans to 
the last ounce of effort by presenting the threat 
that a Russian triumph means their extermina- 
tion. (That Stalin has frequently said that Rus- 
sia does not want ta-destroy Germany means 
nothing to One-Note Adolf; he saws away on 
his single string as doggedly as he did 11 years 
and more ago.) 

This theme is repeated both for the benefit 
of the German people and for the ears of the 
Allies. A Soviet victory, Hitler says, means not 

y Germany’s annihilation, but Europe's anni- 
hilation as well. It would raise for England and 
America, he said yesterday, the question of 
“whether they will be able to defend themselves 
against Bolshevism in their own countries.” 

So the flat and whining anniversary address 
was not intended for home consumption alone, 
but also for whatever effect it might have in di- 
viding the peoples of the United Nations. From 
this application of Hitler’s. one-note theme, 
it should be clear what a dangerous course is 
being followed by those in the Allied countries 
who persist in sniping at the Soviet Union. 

When these die-hards stir up suspicions against 
our mighty ally, they pursue the tactics that 
are Hitler’s fondest hope. With hopes of military 
victory at an end, the Fuehrer now is aiming at 
outbreak of discord among the Allies.

Secretary Wickard’s survey of food prospects 
for 1944 makes it clear that while Americans will 
continue to enjoy the world’s fullest dinner pail, 
they will have to be ready to yield more in the 
way of selection, for the benefit of our armed 
forces and for the relief of starving nations over- 
seas. Our agriculture is close to top production, 
he says, and a.large increase in food require- 
ments is expected. 

It is part of the almost incredibly good for- 
tune of the American heritage that even under 
the strain of maximum war, therg will be plenty 
to eat for everyone, that we shall have to sacrifice 
only by choosing one food instead of another. 
Victory gardeners, actual and prospective, should 
be reminded by the Secretary’s message, also, that 
they can do a bit and at the same time improve 
the variety of their table and save money by 
staking out a project in the coming growing 
season, 
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False Hopes on Civilian Goods 


Next to assertions that the war in Europe will 
undoubtedly be over in 30 or 60 days, the favorite 
text of the Pollyannas is the idea that large- 
scale production of civilian goods is shortly to 
be resumed. The WPB’s announcement today 
that fron and steel may now be used for some 
600 items, such as automotive heaters, grease 
guns, window-shade rollers for street cars and 
busses, etc., will undoubtedly send the prophets 
into a fresh burst-of cheery predictions. 

In this connection, the joint statement of sev- 
eral war-agency heads, issued recently by the 
OWI, has had insufficient attention, This be- 
gins with the following flat statement: ‘No 
extensive resumption of civilian production is 
possible at this time.” It continues: 

. The minor shifts now occurring are very 

small, almost inconsequential. Even minor 

shifts must be carefully undertaken because 
it is folly to gamble on the course of the in- 
vasion. Minor shifts will continue, but can, 
in the broad sense, be classed as modifica- 
tions of war production. ... The amount of 
reductions in some lines will be absorbed on 

a national basis by increases in production 

in other lines. 

The shutdown or curtailment of some war 
plants, and resumption of some civilian-goods 
production, thus do not mean that victory is in 
the bag. They mean merely that officials are 
concentrating on essential war production, and 
doing the limited best they can for civilian needs, 
The invasion remains a gigantic task to which 
every phase of the national war effort must be 


applied.

Threat of a real split in the Republican 
party, in the face of its first real chance 
to “knock off” Franklin D. Roosevelt, is 
not being laughed off by insMers. 

There are two theories of how the G. O. P. 
can win the presidency in 1944, violently 
contrasting. Each has its fervent cham- 
pions. Each school thinks the other, in 
terms of practical politics, is completely 
cockeyed. So deeply has the cleavage cut 
into personalities and the contest for the 
nomination that the breach may not be 
healed. 

The split, of course, is primarily between 
the Dewey and Willkie camps. Not many 
cold-blooded analysts within sight of the 
Capitol give any one except these two much 
of a chance for the nomination, and some 
of these don’t give Willkie a chance. They 
brush off Bricker, MacArthur and all the 
dark horses; call Dewey “a cinch.” 

And they are convinced Dewey is the 
one Republican who can be elected. Theirs 
is How-to-Win Theory No, 4. 


Counting on the Disgruntled 


It is based on the belief that the Governor 
of New York can carry his home State 
against its “former Governor,” and that 
the home-front “disgruntlement” vote, 
shown again recently in Pennsylvania’s 
congressional by-election, will assure 
enough other states for a majority in the 
electoral college. 

Dewey’s current strategy is believed by 
this group, which includes virtually all of 
the party’s veteran politicians except those 
actively interested in some other candidate, 
to fit in beautifully with this pattern. 


He is, admittedly, doing a top-notch job 
in the State House, He says nothing, ex- 
cept on State affairs. Yet what he says on 
State affairs fits perfectly into what most 
Republicans would like to see in the White 
House — without, however, committing 
Dewey to anything. 

All he has to do, they assert, is sit tight 
and be nominated. Then his big job will 
be to turn out that upstate New York vote, 
which he has made even more Republican 
than usual, and keep down the Democratic 
majority in the “big city.” 

Willkie men characterize this as wishful 
whistling-in-the-dark. They say that F. D. R. 
would cut Dewey into “little chunks of 
mincemeat.” 


Dewey a “Perfect Contrast” 


They advance How-to-Win Theory No. 2. 
It is this: Roosevelt has tipped his hand 
on his line of attack, It will be a broad, 
bold approach, a tough “win-the-war” pro- 
gram; skillful maneuvering toward perma- 
nent peace; “vast experience”; “evidences 
of astigmatism” by prominent Republicans, 
and all that—an attack emphasizing the 
“stature” of Roosevelt and belittling the 
“record” of the Republicans, 

If Dewey is'the nominee, Willkie men 
argue, he will provide the “perfect con- 
trast” made to order for F. D. R., youth 
against experience, and so on, They do not 
think the voters would “take a chance.” 
They call Dewey a “set-up.” 


Beating Roosevelt, according to Theory 
No, 2, will require two qualities: first, a 
candidate who has Btirred the people’s 
imagination and has already become a 


world figure—a candidate, in short, who 
can offset Roosevelt’s stature. Second, a 
candidate who can take away some of the 
votes that have been electing Roosevelt. 


Those votes, argues the Willkie camp, 
are independent, located “in the middle,” 
many would say somewhat to the left. The 
Republican who can win, they assert, is 
the man who can add to the G. O. P.'s ap- 
parent backlog of some 20 million votes 
enough Roosevelt votes to win, That, they 
declare, would be Willkie. 

The very qualities in Willkie which have 
antagonized many of the party's political 
leaders are precisely the qualities of forth- 
rightness and liberalism on which the 
G. O. P. should. capitalize to win the eleo- 
tion, they assert. 


Bitter Fight in Prospect 


This is more than an argument between 
the supporters of the two leading candi- 
dates. It goes to the philosophy behind the 
party, and how it shall operate as an in- 
strument of government if it wins, as well 
as to political expediency, 

Continuance of the schism after the con- 
vention would make a fourth-term virtual- 
ly certain. 

Meanwhile, note the tone of the Presi- 
dent’s growing counter-attack. 

Three leading members of his govern- 
ment—WPB Chairman Donald Nelson, 
WPB Executive Vice-Chairman Charles E. 
Wilson and Representative Sam Rayburn, 
speaker of the House and potential Demo- 
cratic candidate for Vice-President—have 
within a week leveled heavy guns at op- 
ponents of the administration, using the 
keynote term “American Fascists.” 

This is artillery preparation for the major 
attack to come. It would look as though 
the public were in for a thorough “educat- 
ing” in the months just ahead on what 
may happen postwar if government should 
fall into the hands of men who might be 
ready to co-operate with “ultra-conserva- 
tives.” 


Objects of the Attack 


Whom were Nelson and Wilson attack- 
ing? Since they did not name them, we 
won't; but we can describe them: 

A certain extremely well-known labor 
leader, prominent in strike controversies, 
whom some insiders fear as a possible “man 
on horseback” because he is effective at 
(1) rousing labor; (2) getting along with 
ultra-conservative capitalists, 

A group of ultra-isolationist publishers. 

Certain big industrialists, and especially 
a group in one industrial association and 
the lawyers “master minding” it, 

Nelson believes that these interests are 
so anxious to discredit Roosevelt that they. 
plan from now till election to attack the 
motives behind every proposal, regardless 
of merit and regardless of the war.

Detailed Biography of Hitler 
Is Story of a Monstrous Ego 


“Der Fuchrer,” by Konrad Heiden. (Houghten Mit- 
flin Co., Boston.) 

In the winter of 1909, a gaunt, unshaven 
young man was living in a crowded and 
dismal lodging house in a suburb of Vien- 
na. He had only a thin blanket on a hard 
spring, his clothes served as a pillow and 
he wedged his shoes under the legs of 
the bed at night to keep his companions 
in misery from stealing them. He patron- 
ized a free-soup kitchen and a charity 
“warming room,” and his comrades occa- 
sionally gave him a piece of horse-meat 
sausage or a crust of bread. Sometimes he 
made a few pennies at a railway station by 
carrying travelers’ luggage. He tried to 
shovel snow, but his feet were sore, and he 
had no overcoat. At length he gave up all 
attempts at manual labor, and fell inte a 
state of morbid day-dreaming. 

This was Adolf Hitler at the age of 20, 
It was the low point, so far as his personal 
fortunes are concerned, of his strange and 
ill-starred career, But even in those men- 
dicant days, his biographer relates, he held 
himself aloof as an “artist prince,” destined 
for supreme greatness; he had a vast con- 
tempt for the toiling masses, and he was 
always ready to launch into a frenzied 
harangue when the talk turned to politica.

Konrad Heiden, a former German jour- 
nalist, has made almost a life work of dig- 
ging up and recording the history of Adoif 
Hitler and Nazism. His “History of Na- 
tional Socialism” (1935) is still a standard 
source, and so is his previous biography 
of Hitler (1936). In the present book of 788 
pages, he painstakingly presents many lIit+ 
tle-known or previously unpublished facts 
about the Nazi Fuehrer, on a broad scale 
that no other writer has even approached. 
In fact, the work is painfully detailed in 
its minute accounts of Hitler’s political 
struggles, and of the world events that ac- 
companied his rise to power. 

For the majority of readers, Heiden is 
at his best in tracing the evolution of Hit- 
ler’s ideas and appraising his personality, 
It is the case history of a monstrous ego, 
driving its possessor on to a monstrous 
career, It was the fixed idea of personal 
supremacy, his austaining force even in the 
sordid flop-house days, that made him 
ultimately the sigughterer of millions, 

. * 

This “flight into greatness” has been 
Hitler’s life principle, his biographer says. 
In the days when his party had scanty 
funds and was fighting for its life, Hitler 
spent hours designing monumental public 
buildings and towering memorials. Even 
when his early followers secretly ridiculed 
him, when the military and industrialist 
groups were using him as a front for their 
designs, Hitler confidently told audiences of 
less than 1000: “Everything that I say and 
do belongs to history.” 

Heiden’s present record of that history 
ends with the blood purge of June 30, 1934, 
This is no arbitrary stopping place, he 
says; it marks the date when Hitler gained 
full mastery of his party y. 
The executioners’ volleys t e day 
were, in his opinion, “the first shota of 
the Second World War.” Only when that 
war is over and Hitler’s career is ended 
can the whole story be told in its proper 
perspective. But Heiden has made a good 
beginning. FERD

Southerner Charged She Pro- 
voked Disturbances, Gets 
19-Word Letter. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (AP).— 
Miss Malvina Thompson, secretary 
to Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, has 
released an exchange of corre- 
spondence between a Memphis 
man and Mrs. Roosevelt in which 
he charged that Mrs. Roosevelt 
had used her position to provoke 
racial disturbances.

5-to-4 Supreme Court 
Ruling Says Parents 
Have No Right to Make 
Martyrs of Them. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (AP).— 


‘The Supreme Court upheld by a| # 
5-4 vote today the constitutionality | © 


of a Massachusetts law prohibit- 
ing a parent or guardian from fur- 
nishing literature to a child for 
Sale in any street or public place. 

“Parents may be free to become 
martyrs themselves,” Justice Rut- 
ledge said in the majority opin- 
ion, “but it does not follow they 


are free, in identical circum- 
stances, to make martyrs of their 
children before they have reached 
the age of full and legal discretion 
when they can make that choice 
for themselves.” 

Validity of the law was chal- 
lenged by Mrs. Sarah Prince of 
Brockton, a member of Jehovah's 
Witnesses who was convicted of 
supplying literature of this organi- 
zation to her 8-year-old niece, for 
sale. | 

Justices Murphy, Jackson, Rob- 
erts and Frankfurter dissented. 

Majority’s View. 

“We think that, with reference 
to the public proclaiming of re- 
ligion, the power of the state to 
control the conduct of children 
reaches beyond the scope of its 
authority over adults, as is true 
in the case of other freedoms, and 


the rightful boundary of its power 
has not been crossed in this case,” 
Justice Rutledge said. 

Justice Murphy said in a dis- 
senting opinion that “religious 
freedom is too sacred a right to 
be restricted or prohibited in any 
degree without convincing proof 
that a legitimate interest of the 
state is in grave danger.” 

The statute was directed at 
“commercial exploitation of chil- 
dren through unlawful child la- 
bor,” attorneys for Mrs. Prince 
argued, and had been “wrongly 
misinterpreted to cover the chari- 
table preaching, worship and serv- 
ice to Almighty God.” It was con- 
tended that the legislation violated 
the constitutional rights of free- 
dom of speech, press and worship. 

Attorney General Robert T. 
Bushnell of Massachusetts defend- 
ed the statute as intended to “pro- 
tect the health, safety: morals, and 
general welfare of the state’s mi- 
nor children,” 

The legislation was upheld by 
the Supreme Judicial Court of 
Massachusetts. It applies to boys 
under 12 and girls under 18. 

Ruling on Shipping Liquor. 

The Supreme Court also ruled 
that a state has the right to pro- 
hibit transportation of more than 
one gallon of liquor within its bor- 
ders, destined for another state 
which has legal bars to receiving 
it. Justice Reed delivered the 
unanimous decision involving reg- 
ulations imposed by the Virginia 
Alcoholic Beverage Control] Board.

N our family, Grandfather was much more 
I tnan a person: he was an institution, some- 
thing venerable and majestic and awful like 
the Constitution.

DELIGHTED, WE RODE time to the music 
and crowed with jo¥. Grampaw knew all the 
songs. He brought them back from the levee 
where he kept a big boat store, a fascinating 
place where horse-drawn trucks drew up to his 
loading platform in Commercial Alley and roust- 
ers carried loads in and out. His was not a 
boat store of rope and pulleys and kevels and 
other gear for boats, but a store which sold milk 
and cream, butter and cheese, and all sorts of 


bread and crackers and cake to the steamboats 
on the Mississippi. His favorites were “Old Dan 
Tucker” and “Clar de Kitchen,” but he sang 
hundreds of others. I remember an Uncle 
Remus-y stanza about a frog and a lizard:

SOMETIMES HE VARIED song with story, 
told us tales of his six-foot Irish father, Hugh, 
and his Pennsylvania Dutch mother, and his 
four brothers, all of whom were river men. Born 
in Cleveland, Grampaw had come to St. Louis in 


1851 to work for his uncle, Joseph Garneau, who 
in turn had come to St. Louis from Quebec in 
the days when his address was St. Louis de Mis- 
souri de United States de Illini. Garneau had a 
bakery, a huge establishment for those days, all 
of two stories, which he turned into a cracker 
factory during the Civil War, Grampaw would 
tell us little girla how he courted my grand- 
mother when he had to carry a lantern through 
the woods from Fourth Street to Fifteenth Street, 
in the days when he was 20 and she was sweet 
seventeen.

FIRST, LINK YOURSELF with the audience on as many 
points as possible. The politicians use thig technique by kiss- 
ing babies, putting on overalls and being photographed on a 
farm tractor. Or they describe how they worked their way 
up from the bottom. They. boast of still carrying their union 
card, or of having eaten out of a tin dinner pail for many 
years in their youth. After an audience finds that the speaker 
belongs to it, the audience lets down its psychological guard, It 
reacts in a friendly fashion. Then the speaker's prestige rises 
fast and the crowd becomes highly susceptible to his dynamic 
behavior, specific examples and subtle ideas. Probably the 
greatest psychologist in the English language was William 
Shakespeare, Notice how he really applies his psychology when 
Mark Antony got up to speak at the funeral for his friend, 
Julius Caesar. Remember, moreover, that Caesar was hated 
by the crowd. Brutus and Cassius were being acclaimed as 
saviours of Rome for having murdered Caesar, Antony was 
in a tough spot. He might have been lynched in five minutes:

“FRIENDS, ROMANS, countrymen, lend. me your ears; I 
come to bury Caesar, not to praise him. 

“The noble Brutus hath told you Caesar was ambitious; [f 
it were so, it was a grievous fault, and grievously hath Caesar 
answered it. Here, under leave of Brutus and the rest, (For 
Brutus is an honorable man, 80 are they all honorable men), 

“Come I to speak in Caesar's funeral, He was my friend, 
faithful and just to me; But Brutus says he was ambitious;

“Caesar brought many captives to Rome, whose ransoms 
did the general coffers fill, Did this in Caesar seem ambitious? 
When the poor have cried, Caesar hath wept. Ambition should 
be made of sterner stuff!

dessert, An apple must have a 
lively tart flavor if it is to pro- 
duce a dessert that will make one 
sit up and take notice, When the 
right apple is chosen for desserts 
there is every chance in the world 
for it to carry off honors. 

Apple Puff. 

One and one-half pounds tart 
cooking apples, two-thirds cup 
water, one-third —* augar, one- 
eighth teaspoon salt, one table- 
spoon lemon juice, two eggs, sep- 
arated, 

Wash, pare and core apples and 
slice very pthiniy into a sauce pan, 
add water, cover and simmer 
until apples are mushy and very 
thick; stir occasionally. Mash the 
apples and add all but two table- 
spoons of the sugar, salt and 
lemon juice, Beat the egg whites 
until stiff; add remaining two 
tablespoons sugar and beat until 
sugar is dissolved, Fold the egg 
whites into the warm apple 
sauce and turn into the greased 
top of a double boiler. Cover and 
cook over hot water for 25 to 30 
minutes, Serve warm with cus- 
tard sauce, made from remaining 
egg yolks.

Will you please explain the circumstances 
under which these various choices are made? Also whether 
there must be two bouquets?

ALTHOUGH THE CHOICE is one made by each bride and 
bridegroom individually, it seems to me: that when both the 
flora] decorations and the bridesmaids’ bouquets are to be very 
important, that the bridal bouquet is usually furnished by her 
family and the bridegroom sends a corsage for the bride to 
wear away. But when the wedding is very simple, the bridal 
bouquet is usually given by the bridegroom. To the question 
of whether two bouquets are necessary (one for the bride to 
earry and throw to her bridesmaids and the other for her to 
wear away) the answer is “No.” Sometimes the bride takes a 
flower or two from the bouquet either to keep or to wear. 
Often she throws the bouquet as it is, and wears none. Some- 
times she wears flowers and carries none. A suggestion that 
may be found useful when the bridegroom orders the bridal 
bouquet is to combine this and a corsage in one. In short, 
the florist sets a small bouquet into the big one. This bouquet 
within a bouquet is quite simply done by making a portion of 
it easily detachable by merely pulling out a plainly visible 
corsage pin, The bride then throws the main part of the 
bouquet to her bridesmaids and keeps the smaller part to wear

Gallbladder 
As a Source 


Of Trouble

ECENTLY we compared the 

gallbladder to one of those ob- 

streperous relatives. known to 
every household who ‘is periodi- 
cally making trouble, but at most 
times is doing something fairly 
useful, 

The function of the gallbladder, 
we said, is to store bile until) it is 
nec to help out in digestion, 
Bile ia a main factor in fat diges- 
tion and fat in a meal causes the 
gallbladder to empty. 

Most of the time, however, the 
bile remains In stasis in the gall- 
bladder and anything in Nature 
which is in stasis is a potential 
site of trouble. So the sluggish 
gallbladder may become infected 
and the infection may produce 
gallstones. These conditions show 
up the gallbladder in a lesa lovely 
light—as a trouble maker. 

e @em-” 


GALLBLADDER DISEASE is a 
continuous process, but it may get 
‘sidetracked. It always starts with 
an infection and inflammation— 
the breeding of germs in the bile 
or in the wall of the gallbladder. 
It may stop there and cause just 
a mild dyspepsia sometimes not 
80 mild, Or it may go on to gall- 
atone formation. Or it may go 


-on to pus formation—empyema of 


the bladder, a very serious 
condition indeed. 

Galistones are seldom stones. 
They are almost the consistency 
of putty, being made up of the de- 
posit of the bile salts. So they do 
not throw a shadow on the X-ray 
plate ag do kidney stones. Occa- 
sionally a calcium stone forms 
which does throw a shadow. 


Galistones are of all kinds and 


‘may do all kinds of things. They 


may be big or little. If big they 
atay in the gallbladder and grind 
around causing discomfort in the 
pit of the stomach. If little they 
may try a journey down the gall 
ducts—which is gallstone colic, 
with pain reflected to the shoulder 
—no fun in any man’s language. 
There may be one stone or five 
usand, 

Certain types of people are dis- 
posed to galistones. The heavy 
get, broad type who has a good 
appetite and enjoys life is the 
ideal victim, The heavy meal that 
stays in the stomach a long time 
“like lead” tends to cause atasis 
in the gallbladder because it does 
not empty until food gets in the 
intestine, rae 


THIS IS A POINT in pre 
vention. If a person avoids over- 
rich foods and conditions or hab- 
itg that lead to disturbances of di- 
geation, his chances of having 
gallstones will be diminished. 

The treatment of gallbladder 
disease will depend on its severity 
and the possible dangers involve 
The modern surgery of gallbladder 
disease is a brilliant chapter in 
treatment, and when such a con- 
dition as pus in the gallbladder 
occurs, or gallstones repeatedly 
precipitate disabling attacks of 
colic it is a comfort to know that 
aurgery is available and safe. — 

But most gallbladder troubles 
are sO mild as hardly to indicate 
such measures. Remember fat—a 
tablespoonful of cream—will drain 
the gallbladder. And by the same 
token a fat meal will stir it up. 
A judicious use of diet may con- 

this obstreperous member in- 
definitely.

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Life Aboard an Exchange Ship Contract 


Red Cross Worker Found Americans Much Happier Than Japs to Get Home

ED Cross worker Ann Me- 

Mechen has spent most of the 

Jast 15 years helping victims 
of every kind of natura] disaster, 
from fire to flood, tornado to 
earthquake. On her latest and per- 
hapa moat interesting assignment, 
her charges were the victims of a 
man-made disaster, Americans who 
had been interned in Japan since 
the outbreak of war, and who were 
repatriated to this country on the 
exchange ship Gripsho last 
December, 

“And in all my experience,” says 
Miss McMechen, who is now back 
at her St. Louis post between’ as- 
signments, “I’ve never dealt with 
@ group that wag so grateful and 
so appreciative of the little bit we 
could do for them.” 

It was the little things that the 
repatriates were most grateful 
for, the cigarettes and chocolate 
bara that were distributed as soon 
as the Gripsholm reached Mormu- 
gad, Portuguese India, where the 
exchange of prisoners took place, 
the clothing and reading mate 
the toys for children, some 
whom had almost forgotten that 
toys existed. | 

Miss McMechen, white haired, 
soft en, and somehow com- 
fortably and cheerfully reassuring, 
was in charge of the distribution 
of these supplies and also on hand 
to help the returning Americans 
make plans in cases needing as 
sistance. She and five nurses 
represented the firat. Red Cross 
unit to accompany the exchange 
ship on a mission, and although 
their responsibiilty was chiefly 
toward repatriates, they became 
acquainted with the Japanese na- 
tionals who were taken for ex- 
change. 

“There were 1615 of them in all,” 
Mias McMechen related, “1250 com- 
ing aboard in New York and the 
others at Rio, Montevideo and 
Port Elisabeth. A large percent- 
age of them were Japanese speak- 
ing people who hadn't seen their 
homeland in years and there were 
some’ who didn't even«speak ‘ae 
language. It was no diplomatic 
representation; most of them were 
the working class and if of 
them were eager to return to Ja- 
pan we didn't notice it.” 

One Japanese, one of four mene 
tal cases among the prisoners, il, 
luetrated his sentiments dramat- 
ically by jumping overboard, Tha 
ship turned back and a lifeboat 
was lowered but since the waters 
were shark infested the attempt 
to rescue him was finally aban- 
doned, The only time the Jap- 
anese did show any bright spirit 
was when they came to their ship, 
the Tela Maru which had brought 
the 1506 Americans from Japan. 

“They sang their national an-

Q for Japanese-held prisoners was 

ransferred to the Telia Maru, It 
was at this time that the choco- 
lates and cigarettes were dis- 
tributed, but the most wonderful 
surprise for the Americans came 
with their first meal on the Grips- 
holm. 

“They were served one of .he 
Swedish ship's famous sm 
bords,” Miss McMechen smiled, 
“and you should have seen the ex- 
ao on their faces and in 
their eyes. It was just beautiful, 
They hadn't seen that much food 
in years and they ate plateful aft- 
jo —— until they were con- 


en 
“All of them looked thin, the 


men especially so because they'd 
had to do manual labor in the 
prison camps, to provide for them- 
selves, In some of the camps 
where they were permitted to buy 
through the fence their diets were 
supplemented but not all of them 
could do that. Many of them said 
that the Red Cross wheat and 
powdered milk was the mainstay 
of their diet, although powdered 
milk in some camps was given 
only to children under five years 
of age. The wheat soon got 
weevily but the older people who 
were too ald to work at enyihing 
else gat by the hour and picke 

out the weevils so that each per- 
son.could have a bow! of porridge 
a day. Many of them told me 
that was all that kept them alive, 
They said that food is growing 
scarcer in Japan and prices are 
soaring, 

“One of the most striking 
things,” she continued, “was the 
ingenuity they’d developed. They 
were forced to, of course, because 


in many camps they had to make 
their own beds and furniture, even 


their plates and coffee pots out of 


tin cans. Also they had made 
traveling bags out of gunny sacks, 
and some of the women knitted 
socks out of cord for their hus- 
bands, very handsome socks, too. 
When they saw me throw away a 
pasteboard carton, it almost broke 
their hearts, ‘How many uses we 
could have found for that in 
camp,’ they said,” 
x *« * 


The return trip was consider- 
ably gayer than the 49-day trip to 
India had been, and conversation 
was much happier than Red Cross 
workers had anticipated, 

“We had been warned to be 
good listeners,” Miss McMechen 
said. “We were told that after 
the first few days the ten- 
dency would be for them to gripe, 
to ask what the Government 
hadn’t sent for them sooner, etc. 
There was none of that at all, 

“At Port Elisabeth and Rio the 
repatriates were greeted by Red 
Cross and city officials and cer- 
tainly given a warm friendly wel- 
come. There was an American 
warship in Rio and the men 
aboard it happened to hear of the 
219 children on the Gripsholm, 
and bought them hundreds of toys, 
even big rubber balls, the kind 
you can’t get here. We had a 
second big party and the mothers 
were if ecstasies, not to mention 
the children. Some of them had 
been born in prison camp and had 
never seen toys before.” 

The group of repatriates was a 
thoroughly cosmopolitan one, 
which included prominent and 
once prosperous business men, 

riests, and ‘missionaries, plus a 
ew questionable characters who 
were exchanged more at the re- 
quest of Japan than America, and 
some of whom were interned at 
Ellis Island when the Gripsholm 
arrived. One of Miss McMechen's 
duties on the way back was to 
help repatriates make plans and 
provisions since some of them had 
no place to go on their return. 

“We wired ahead from Rio,” 
she said, “and Red cross workers 
in New York prepared for many 
of our people, so it all worked out 
beautifully. The landing was un- 
eventful, although for a moment 
we thought the ship might turn 
over as we came near the Statue 
of Liberty. Everyone on board 
rushed to one side to see it and 
then we all sang ‘God Bless 
America,” 

Along with repatriates the 
Gripsholm carried sacks of mail 
from prisoners of war, and it was 
not until after they landed that 
Miss McMechen learned that one 
of those letters told that her 
nephew, listed as missing for over 
@ year, was a prisoner of the 
Japanese, but alive and well,

The bidding was good with the 
exception of East's double. 

West opened the club queen. At 
the second trick declarer led the 
heart nine from dummy, his obvi- 
ous thought being to play East, 
for his double, for the king-queen- 
10 of hearts. The ace captured the 
queen, but after that declarer 
could do no better than cash the 
diamond ace and throw East in 
with the heart king, Since East 
had an easy exit in clubs, and 
since the diamond jack did not 
drop, declarer could not avoid the 
loag of a spade trick, and his con- 
tract. 

Considering the total lack of en- 
tries in dummy after the club was 
opened, declarer’s idea of guard- 
ing against the king-queen-10 of 
trumps in East's hand was some 
thing less than logical. It just 
couldn't be done! That bel 80, 
declarer should have play in 
such a way as to make the con- 
tract if he was lucky enough to 
find East with only two trumps. 
At the second trick he should 
have cashed the other high 
club, discarding a spade, and 
then ruffed dummy’s last club. 
After that he should have 
cashed the trump ace, dia 
mond ace, and spade ace in rapid 
succession. Now the second 
trump lead would put East in and 
leave him without a safe exit. A 
diamond return would give de 
clarer three more diamond tricks, 
and a club return would give him 
a ruff and a discard, thus making 
two more diamond tricks suffi- 
client.
